Wall Street 
jittery over 
oil prices 


Pain at the pump

NEW YORK Expect the upward 
march of oil and gas prices to over- 
shadow bellwether corporate earn- 
ings, economic reports and a read 
on the health of the European bank- 
ing sector— all of which are due this 
week. 

Investors will spend most of next 
week grappling with whether the ris- 
ing price of oil could crimp the stock 
market’s 2012 rally 

All three indexes eked out anoth- 
er week of roughly 0.5 percent gains. 
The Dow Jones industrial average is 
up 6.3 percent so far this year, hitting 
its highest level since May 2008. Eor 
2012, the S&P 500 is up 8.6 percent, 
and the Nasdaq is up 13.8 percent. 

Still, economists and analysts wor- 
ry that rising gas prices could cause 
consumers to cut back on spend- 
ing, which could threaten an already 
shaky economic recovery 

U.S. crude oil prices are at their 
highest levels since May 2008, hit- 
ting $109.77 ^ barrel. U.S. oil prices 
climbed nearly 6 percent this week. 
In turn, the average price of a gallon 
of gas jumped more than 13 cents. 

Investors will watch to see what 
Eederal Reserve Chairman Ben Ber- 
nanke says about energy prices and 
the broader economy when he deliv- 
ers his semiannual address to Con- 
gress on Wednesday 

“If there are any signs that the 
Eed would be supporting the Trea- 
sury or mortgage markets later this 
year because of energy prices, inves- 
tors could take that as a buying op- 
portunity,” said Robert Tipp, chief 
investment strategist at Pru- 
dential Eixed Income.

Gas prices show no 
signs of easing up

NEW YORK Paying at the pump grew even 
more painful Sunday as gas prices climbed for 
the 19th day in a row 

The price of unleaded gasoline inched 
higher again overnight, rising 1.4 cents to a 
nationwide average of $3.69 a gallon Sunday, 
according to the motorist group AAA. That’s 
a 30 -cent increase from a month ago, when 
the nationwide average was $3.39 a gallon. 

Average prices for regular gasoline are 
more than $4 a gallon in California, Alaska 
and Hawaii, and are just shy of the $4 mark 
in New York, Connecticut and Washington, 
DC., according to AAA. The lowest aver- 
age gas prices are in Wyoming and Colorado, 
where a gallon is going for less than $3.20. 


Gas prices have been rising on the back of 
soaring oil prices, which have surged 10 percent 
during the past month amid fears that tensions 
with Iran will lead to an all-out war that causes 
a disruption in oil supplies. 

Signs of an improving economy also have 
been boosting oil prices, along with the stock 
market, which has seen the S&P 500 rise by 
more than 8 percent in 2012. 

With gas prices soaring, politicians have 
been touting their plans to lower 
prices at the pump. 


Newt Gingrich, struggling to regain momen- 
tum in the Republican presidential primary, is 
leading the way promising to get prices down 
to $2.50 per gallon.

It’s no passing pig fancy, either. As the Ba- 
confest website tells us, “Bacon was NEVER a 
Tad,’ and Bacon will NEVER be ‘over.’

More than 35 percent of state 
under video gaming blackout 
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Chicago Tribune 

The first video poker machines in Illinois to legally pay win- 
ners could be plugged in as soon as September^ but only if 
gaming officials overcome steep staffing shortages to approve 
thousands of licenses. 

Even when the games finally are running after nearly three 
years of delays, more than 35 percent of the state's population 
live in areas where the games remain illegal, a Tribune analysis 
has found. 

That’s because 77 communities have voted to ban the games 
since the law passed, and Chicago appears unlikely to over- 
turn its existing prohibition on gambling machines— which 
together could cost the state nearly $200 million in revenue, 
projections show 

Mayor Emanuel has lobbied aggressively for a Chicago ca- 
sino but has said little about overturning the city’s ban and op- 


posed legalizing video poker in the city during his campaign. 

^'Thc mayor has no plans to revisit the city’s ban on video 
gaming at this time,” saidlarrah Cooper, Emanuel’s press sec- 
retary. 

When asked if Gov. Quinn was pushing for Chicago to over- 
turn its ban, his spokeswoman Brooke Anderson said, “the 
governor believes that’s up to the people of Chicago.” 

Rep. Lou Lang (D-Skokic), an author of the video poker law, 
said if the Legislature granted Chicago a casino, it would give 
the city a chance to address all aspects of its gambling laws at 
once. But Lang also noted the state’s Video Gaming Act allows 
communities to take 5 percent of the profits the games gener- 
ate locally 

“The city of Chicago needs revenue, and now that video 
gaming is legal, I would think Chicago would give it some con- 
sideration,” Lang said. “I can’t say whether the mayor would 


use video gaming as leverage for a casino or not, but I can say 
it would make sense for them to want to address all gaming 
issues at once.” 

Aid. Patrick O’Connor (40th), the mayor’s council floor 
leader, said the city has not taken up video poker “because it 
took the state so long to get its rules, regulations and policies 
in place.” 

O’Connor said the city’s preference remains a land-based 
casino and if the Legislature were to allow one in the city, the 
council then could “determine whether there is enough gam- 
ing for our communities, which I think is a separate question 
at that point.” 

According to state projections, video poker could gener- 
ate between $10 million and S20 million in additional rev- 
enue for Chicago annually. O’Connor doubted that would be 
enough to motivate the city to legalize the games.

Romney defends wealth 


TRAVERSE CITY, Mich. In a tight race 
to win the Michigan primary, U.S. Re- 
publican presidential candidate Mitt Romney 
strongly defended his wealth Sunday and chal- 
lenged voters to support someone else if they 
did not like his success. 

Romney is worth an estimated $250 million 
and has been accused of being out of touch 
with most Americans’ economic struggles. 

The issue could be crucial in Tuesday’s vote 
in Michigan, the state where Romney grew up 
but faces a tough fight after opposing Presi- 
dent Obama’s bailout of the U.S. auto industry 
Romney’s main rival in the state is Rick Santo- 
rum, who has presented himself as a blue-collar 
Republican. 

Romney stood by his remark Friday that his 


wife drives “a couple of Cadillacs.” 

“I’m not perfect. I just am who I am,” Romney 
said on “Fox News Sunday” when asked about 
the comment. “If people think there’s some- 
thing wrong with being successful in America, 
then they better vote for the other guy 

Romney has faced an unexpectedly tough 
fight to win the primary in Michigan. An aver- 
age of polling data by RealClearPolitics showed 
him with just a 2-point lead over Santorum. 

Santorum called Obama a “snob” Friday for 
wanting to send Americans to college— where 
he said they would be indoctrinated by liberal 
professors. Santorum also said Obama’s goal 
“devalues the tremendous work” of those who 
do not attend universities.

There’s less office gossip being whispered 
around the water cooler at work— and what’s 
being said is nicer too, according to a new re- 
port. 

The rumor mill is a mainstay at 63 percent 
of companies, according to a new survey from 
staffing service The Creative Group. Four 
years ago, 84 percent of firms said chitchat- 
ting at the company was commonplace. 

Six out of 10 times, the gossip is inoffensive 
and lighthearted, according to the report. And 
while 20 percent of the talk is negative, respon- 
dents said it wasn’t meant to be hurtful. 

A separate, recent survey from electronics 
company LG found that 20 percent of work- 
ers in the United Kingdom believe less gossip 
and office politics would save valuable time. 

Some experts, however, believe office gos- 
sip can actually be a valuable workplace tool.
